A new application of science to 
home industry is suggested by Dr. 
\V. J. Russell. 
Nine years ago this 
investigator discovered that many 
kinds of wood produce au invisible 
image on dry plates in the dark, aud 
he has since shown that like action 
is exerted by flowers, leaves, seeds, 
roots and bulbs—in tact by practically 
all vegetable substaucos except starch 
cellulose, gum, sugar, pith and pollen. 
The specimens are flrst 
pressed 
between blotting paper, then laid on 
the sensitive plate or paper for few 
hours or a day. Pictures on sensitiz­ 
ed satin are adaptod for a variety of 
fancy articles, and it is predicted that 
the making aud use of such work will 
become very 
popular 
among the 
ladies. The best results can be had 
by placing the specimen aud sensitive 
m aterial between thick felts under a 
pile of books over night, or until 
eady to develop. 
Dry specimeus 
should he slightly moistened, aud 
action can be greatiy increased by 
first exposing the specimens to sun­ 
shine for a few minutes. 
A crater without volcanic rocks Is 
among the geological wonders of 
Arizona. Ten years ago C. W. G il­ 
bert supposed there had been at Coon 
Hutte a kind ot subterranean volcano, 
or explosion of steaxi, but tbe thou­ 
sands of masses of meteoric iron in 
the viciuity have since suggested that 
the ciater cone is the scar left by the 
tall of an immense m eteorite. 
e x ­ 
cavations are confirming this view. 
Meteoric fragments are unearthed at 
lepths of 300 to 500 feet, aud a total 
of ton or eleven tons of the iron has 
been collected. 
The largest room without columns 
is said to be in* a solid concrete 
building of the mosque at Luckuow, 
udia. 
it is 102 feet long, 54 wide 
and 53 high. 
J'ho tim ber mold was 
left a year for the concrete to set, 
and the building, 122 years old, is 
till unim paired. 
The New York accident prevention 
exposition of 1907 will be the flrst in 
America. An exhibition of this kind 
was held in Germany in 1889; one lit 
Amsterdam in 1893; and several others 
have followed in Europe and Canada. 
A num ber of permanent museums 
have been dovelopied. 
Cue was es­ 
tablished at Vienna in 1890; one at 
Amsterdam in 1893, one at M unich 
in 1900; one at Berlin in 1901; aud 
even Russia has lately opeued one at 
Moscow. To show the value of the 
instruction in saving life aud limb is 
cited the fact that America has from 
two to nine times as many accidents 
among the samo number of men in a 
given trade as does Europe. 
The protection of iron and steel 
structures against corrosion by m ois­ 
ture and atmospheric gases is still 
one of the serious problems of the 
engineer. In recent experiments by 
F. Uarker, various paiuts proved 
ineffective, aud be hit upon tho plan 
of trying paner. 
This was first im ­ 
pregnated with parattin wax. 
'The 
irou being then thoroughly cleaued 
and covered with a sticky paint, the 
paper was closely pressed to the ad­ 
herent surface, with the edges some­ 
what overlapped. 
Thus protected, 
iron and steel—and even the sticky 
layer ot paint—have remained in per­ 
fect condition after au exposure to 
smoke for 27 mouths. 
Papered steel 
was also exposed to moist air and 
sewer gases, and was not attacked in 
any way. 
As flour undergoes ferm entation 
in the process of leavening, it has 
been supposed that a little alcohol 
might bo retained in tbe loaf in spite 
of tbe oven’s heat. 
This proves to 
be tbe case, one German chemist hav­ 
ing found from 0.2 to 4.0 of absolute 
alcohol in freshly baked English 
bread, while another obtained a much 
smaller am ount—0.05 to 0.08 per cent 
—from German wheat bread. Resides 
tbe alcohol, was found a little dark 
brown oil, which had the odor 
characteristic of new bread. 
The meat consumption is the B rit­ 
ish Isles increased from three pounds 
per person in 1850 to fifty pounds in 
1900. Dr. O. Chalmers, ot Edinburgh, 
points 
out that this remarkable 
change in diet is having effect in tbe 
evolution of disease, but notes as a 
singular fact that there has been a 
m ateiial decrease in gout, although 
diseases often regarded as of gouty 
origin have increased, lie has stud­ 
ied the effects on young rats of ex­ 
cessive eating ot meat. He has found 
a delayed aud imperfect development 
of tho uoues, aud a weakened cundi 
tiou whose counterpart he has ob 
served in a young infant. 
When the 
child was bom the mother was being 
cured of pulmonary tuberculosis by 
a raw meat diet, which had been con­ 
tinued eighteen mouths. 
At tho ago 
of a year the child showed delayed 
dentition, 
became anaemic, 
was 
thought to have tuberculosis, and was 
fed with raw meat juice for six 
weeks. It grew worse and died, its 
symptoms perplexing tlie attending 
physician. A piece of its bone veri­ 
fied Dr. Chalm er’s suspicion that its 
trouble was that of the meat fed rats, 
—exhaustion ot the functions of the 
bone marrow thyroid gland, etc.,— 


AlmoNt Every Country Hun a Stand- 
nrd of I t N Own. 
English speaking countries have four 
different miles—the ordinary mile of 
5,280 feet and the geographical or nau­ 
tical mile of 6,085, making a differ­ 
ence of about one-seventh between the 
two; then there is the Scotch mile of 
5,928 feet and the Irish mile of 6,720 
feet—four various miles, every one of 
which Is still In use. 
Then almost every country has its 
own standard mile. The Romans had 
their mille passuum, 1.000 paces, which 
must have been about 3,000 feet in 
length unless we ascribe to Caesar’s 
legionaries great stepping capacity. 
The German mile of today is 24,318 
feet in length, more than four and a 
half times as long as our mile. 
The Dutch, the Danes and the Prus­ 
sians enjoy a mile that is 1S,440 feet 
long, three aud a half times the length 
of ours, and the Swiss get more exer­ 
cise in walking one of their miles than 
we get in walking live miles, for their 
mile Is 9,153 yards loug, while ours is 
only 1,760 yards. The Italian mile is 
only a few feet longer than ours; the 
Romau mile is shorter, while the Tus­ 
can aud the Turkish miles are 150 
yards longer. The Swedish mile is six 
and a half times and the Vienna post 
mile is four and a half times the 
length of the English mile.—Pearson’s 
Weekly.

Odd Belle.n That Used to Exist In 
Days of Old. 
Thunder, just because it Is a ncise 
for which there is no visible cause, has 
always excited the imagination of the 
unscientific, so it is natural that the 
most outrageous superstitions about 
storms should date back to the time 
when everybody, more or less, was un­ 
scientific. Due old writer explains the 
belief of his day that "a storm is said 
to follow presently when a company 
of hogges ruune crying home,” ou the 
ground that “a lioggc is most dull and 
of a melancholy nature and so by rea­ 
son doth foresee the raiue that com­ 
eth.” Leonard Digges, in his "Prog 
nostication Everlasting” (1556), men­ 
tions that “thunder in the morning 
signifies wind; about noou, raiu, and in 
the evening, a great tempest.” 
The same writer goes ou to say, 
“Some write (but thelr ground I see 
not) that Sunday’s thunder should 
bring the death of learned men. Judges 
and others; Monday’s, the death of 
women; Tuesday’s, plenty of grain; 
Wednesday's, bloodshed; Thursday’s, 
plenty of sheep and corn; Friday’s, the 
slaughter of a great man and other 
horrible murders; Saturday’s, a gen­ 
eral pestilent plague aud great dearth.” 
After this the gay and lightsome man­ 
ner shown by Lord Northampton to­ 
ward these grave matters in his “De- 
fensative” is most cheering. 
“It 
chauneeth sometimes,” he writes, “to 
thunder about that time aud season of 
the years when swannes hatch their 
young, and yet no doubt it is a para­ 
dox of simple men to think that a 
swanne cannot batch without a crackle 
Of thunder.”—London Chronicle.

The lawyer wiiose honesty is proved 
has the confidence of the judge and 
jury. A story of Abraham Lincoln is 
an illustration. He was appointed to 
defend one charged with murder. The 
crime was a brutal one, the evidence 
entirely circumstantial, the accused a 
stranger. Feeling was high and against 
the friendless defendant. Ou the trial 
Lincoln drew from The witnesses full 
statements of what they saw and 
knew. There was no effort to confuse, 
no attem pt to place before the jury 
the facts other than they were. In the 
argument, after calling attention to the 
fact that there was no direct testimo­ 
ny, Lincoln reviewed the circum­ 
stances and, after conceding that this 
and that seemed to point to defend­ 
ant’s guilt, closed by saying that he 
had reflected much on the case, and, 
while it seemed probable that defend­ 
ant was goilty, be was not sure and, 
looking the jury straight In the face, 
said, “Are you?” The defendant was 
acquitted, and afterward the real crim­ 
inal was detected aud punished. How 
different would have been the conduct 
of many lawyers! Some would have 
striven to lead the judge into technical 
errors with a view to an appeal to a 
higher court. Others would have be­ 
come hoarse In denunciation of wit­ 
nesses, decrying the lack of positive 
testimony and the marvelous virtue of 
a reasonable doubt. 
The simple, 
straightforward way of Lincoln, back­ 
ed by tbe confidence of tbe jury, won.

Washington 
Letter, 


W ashington, December 28, 1906. 
The event which 
overshadowed 
everything else at the Capitol last 
week was the case of the Nergo bataii- 
ion discharged by order of the presi­ 
dent. This was in no way due to 
the fact that the discharged men are 
colored. The race question is not in 
evidence as far as the new aspect of 
the case concerned. This new aspect 
is tbe result of the remarkable speech 
of senator Foraker in tbe senate, on 
his resolution authorizing an investi­ 
gation by the committee ou m ilitary 
affairs. His remarks so far—for he 
will speak again on the subject—have 
excited natioual attention, not only 
because of the great legal talent dis­ 
played, but ou acnouut of the marvel­ 
ously luoid explanation of the present 
status of tbe case. The senator’s plea 
is simply for a square deal with no 
lavor for or prejudice against any in ­ 
dividual. 
But while this is his 
motive, tbe effect ot tho facts adduced 
by him has been to very successfully 
attack the president’s fairness and 
im partiality in the discharge of the 
troops. 
That he had not, as he 
claimed, undisputed evidence of the 
guiit of [the troops, the president at 
once tacitly 
acknowledged 
after 
senator Foraker’s speech by dispatch­ 
ing to Brownsville an official capable 
ot weighing evidence to secare fresh 
data by which to prop up bis hasty 
decision. 
And further rash haste on 
the part ot the resident was made evi­ 
dent when it was publicly reported— 
aud not as far as known denied—that 
be promised to veto any bill restoring 
the colored troops to the service, and 
slated it the bill is passed over his 
bead that he will not obey the Jaw. 
This threat, however, has excited only 
passing interest for the people seein 
to feel that they are competent t.o see 
that no law shall be contemptuously 
set aside at the whim of any one, 
however high; and it is called to 
mind that the president has bad noth­ 
ing further to say on the Japanese 
school question in lace of the public 
opinion 011 the Pacific coast, and it is 
also remembeied that nothing extra­ 
ordinary happened when the senate 
at tbe last session of congress effect­ 
ually disposed of the plan to abolish 
the supreme court of the United 
states iu so far as railroad questions 
are concerned. 
The president’s seemingly arbitrary 
act in the elevation of Docior Wood 
to general rank over the heads of 
hundreds who gained their m ilitary 
experience at West Point, or in the 
field aud not in a hospital; his per­ 
sistence in forcing upon Charleston, 
South Carolina, a negro as collector 
of customs in the face of tho protest 
of tbe entire business community; 
his assumption ot the powers of the 
senate in the case of the trealy with 
San Doming ; his virtual appropria­ 
tion of legislative power in torm ulat- 
ing bills which be sends to congress 
with a message in their favor after 
the manner of a monarch of the old 
regime; his famous speech at H arris­ 
burg, Pennsylvania, which recalled 
congressman Tim Sullivan’s query to 
president Cleveland, “ What is the 
constitution among 
friends?” the 
latent threat against C alifotnia in 
the recent Japanese question; the 
request for arbitrary power to dismiss 
officers from the navy; the centraliza­ 
tion pronuuciam ento 
iu secretary 
Root’s speech; and tbe threat attri­ 
buted to him, and not yet denied, 
that he would exert every means in 
iiis power to prevent the execution 
of a law restoring the discharged 
troops of the 25th infantry—all these 
momentous questions and many more 
have been forced into prominence by 
seuator Forakei’s strong speech of 
last week. It is not that these ques­ 
tions have formerly escaped notice, 
for they have not; but they were left 
in abeyance in the expectation that it 
would be possible to allow oblivion 
to swallow them. But their cbaractei 
aud tendency have been most vividly 
illum inated 
by senator 
Foraker’s 
plea for simple justice, iu whose 
remarks not the remotost reference 
was made to the 
vital questions 
above referred to. 
The reciprocal relations of the 
Pacific Coast states and tne navy have 
of late been receiving more than 
ordinary consideration on the part of 
the California delegation. The grow­ 
ing commerce of the Pacific, which 
must ultim ately be principally be­ 
tween the United States and Oriental 
peoples, and the causes for friction 
which such increase in intercourse 
will necessitate, render it not only 
advisable, but necessary, that we 
should have on the Pacific ocean a 
fleet competent to m aintain our 
rights. Thus far the importance of an 
efficient naval establishm ent on the 
Pacific coast has not apparently been 
realized by the adm inistration. But 
uow another effort will be made to 
that end. 
Senator Perkins and con­ 
gressmen will urge upon the secretary 
ot the racy, Metcalf, the necessity 
tor at least one great naval station 
ou the Pacific coast. 
The logic ot 
location in relation to all commercial 
interests favors Mare Island, and 
senator Perkins will urge that such 
station be established there. jFacili- 


ties for building ships of flrst magni­ 
tude should be perfected, and there 
should at all times be at least oue 
nder construction in the government 
docks on the Pacific coast. 
If his 
suggestions are adopted, and it the 
num ber of our war ships on the 
Pacific is increased, as it shonld be, 
to at least one-half uf our effective 
lighting force, there should be facili­ 
ties for repair at some point on tbe 
Pacific coast where everything necess­ 
ary to keep ships iu commission can 
be obtained. It is not believed beie 
that we have any reason to anticipate 
trouble with Japan, but it is fully 
realized that should it come we 
should be more fuliy prepared than 
was Russia, and as yet we are in 
nowise so favorable a condition for 
defensa against a vigorous attack. 
The Japanese 
immigration 
into 
Hawaii, which is large and increasing 
constantly, the evident change of 
attitude of tne Japanese in Calitoruia 
in consequence of the president’s 
pronounciamento 
in their behalf, 
while in no way a present cause lor 
apprehension, at least gives a glimpse 
of possibilities which should not be 
neglected. Should naturalization of 
Orientals become au adm inistration 
policy, that glimpse would be con­ 
siderable enlarged. 
But at present 
the simple question ot placing tbe 
power of our flag behind our Pacific 
oommeroe should induce the navy 
departm ent to take action along the 
lines drawn by senator Perkins and 
congressman Knowiand. 
It is to be 
hoped that the new secretaiy of the 
navy will have the future of the 
Pacific coast at heart aud will see to 
it that through his adm inistration 
there shall he ho cause to regret that 
a Pacific coast man has held that 
high cilice. 
The 
Oriand 
irrigation 
project 
which has so long been under con­ 
sideration has now a chance of being 
carried out, as was stated last week. 
Since the date of tbe last letter, 
secretary Hitchcock has written to 
senator Perkins and congressman 
McKinlay more fully defining the 
conditions which must be met before 
tbe government will incur any liabil­ 
ity for the construction of any part 
ot the work. 
The conditions which 
must be tully met are as follows: 
1. That 12,000 acres of land be 
pledged by the owners in a form to 
be approved by the departm ent, sc 
that the lands will be held bound to 
repay the cost ot construction undei 
the terms cf the reclamation act. 
2. I'hat satisfactory arrangements 
be made and agreements . completed 
for the adjustm ent of water rights or 
tor options to purchase certain pro­ 
perties aud rights, notably those of 
the Stony Creek Irrigation Company 
aud of the Lemon Home Water aud 
Light Company. 
3. That satisfactory arrangements 
be made for the purchase of the lands 
needed tor reservoir purposes. 
4. That the owners of the lands 
agree to subdivide and sell their 
holdings iu excess of 169 acres in 
farm units of not to exceed 40 acres. 
It will be noted that nothing will 
bo done under this project, for which 
$059,000 has been set aside, until the 
farmers interested have fully com­ 
plied with the condition he imposes. 
Borne com plaint has come to mem­ 
bers of the delegation with reference 
to the amount and character of 
government work on the lower Sacra­ 
mento river. The criticism is made 
that the greater part of the money 
appropriated is expended by tho 
government engineers ou the river 
above Sacramento, whereas there is 
need of much work below that puint, 
tbe removal of snags, loaning tiees, 
hulks, etc. Congressman Euglebright 
will have bis attention diawu to this 
m atter, and the delegation will en­ 
deavor to secure an appropriation for 
a snag-boat and for necessary work 
below Sacramento and tbe mouth ot 
the river. 
In reply to senator Perkin’s letter 
suggesting that government timber 
lands be exchanged tor tbe Calaveras 
grove of Big Trees, secretary H itch­ 
cock has just replied that his depart­ 
ment does not think it should take 
tbe initiative in the matter. He calls 
attention to a letter from Mr lloury 
Brunner iu August last, looking to 
the acquisition of the grove by the 
government, and to the departm ent’s 
response that it would consider any 
proposition that might be submitted. 
But no proposition has been made 
thus far, and the departm ent does not 
feel that it is in a position to act 
independently. It will, however, co­ 
operate to the fullest extent in bring­ 
ing about tbe acquisition*ot the grove 
by the government. 
The Sierra Club has taken up with 
the secretary of the interior tbe 
question ot an appropriation ade­ 
quate for the needs of Yosemite 
valley. It asks that $100,000 be pro­ 
vided for purposes ot improvement. 
In bis annual report the secretary of 
the interior has recommended an 
appropriation of only §89.155, this tc 
cover the entire national park as well 
as the Yosemite valley and the M ari­ 
posa Big Tree grove. 
Unless the 
secretary can be induced to recom­ 
mend a larger sum it is doubtful 
whether congress will grant it. 
But. 
the delegation may he relied upon to 
make an attem pt to secure this re­ 
commendation. 
The secretary an­ 
nounces that a contiact for the 
privilege of erecting a $500,U00 hotel 


in the valley will be issued to Hon 
Frank A. M iller of Riverside as soon 
as the necessary surveys can be com­ 
pleted. The plans of the proposed 
hotel have been approved by the 
department. 
Hon. K. B. Hale, chairman of the 
executive committee on California 
Harbors, has sent to the members of 
the delegation a copy ot the resolu­ 
tion passed at San Diego at the Sixth 
Annual meeting of the counties com­ 
mittees of the California promotion 
committee, showing the need tor im­ 
provement in the harbors of the state, 
and asking that congress appoint a 
comission ot federal engineers to 
make a thorough examination and 
report. The delegation tully realizes 
the gieat impoitance of the object 
aimed at, and will assist to the exteDt 
of its power. 
They realize that the 
maritim e cities of the Pacific coast 
should be placed in condition to 
handle the increase in Pacific com­ 
merce which will surely come. San 
Francisco, Oakland, M ontersy, and 
San Diego have claims whioh the 
government can scarcely ignore, and 
the delegation will press them until 
some action is assured. 
Oakland’s 
commercial interests are peculiarly 
wide awake, the growing commerce 
of the port pressing hard upon 
facilities. 
They desire to send a 
delegation to present their case before 
tbe committee on rivers and harbors. 
Senator Perkins and congressman 
Kuowlnnd brougth this to the notice, 
of chairman Burton, who promised 
to notify them in case the committee 
should fail to agree on the plans re­ 
commended, when they will endeavor 
to secure a hearing for the commercial 
aud shipping interests. 
The bill can 
uot be reported hefore the middle of 
January. The chief engineer of the 
war department has called on Col. 
Heuer to verity the estimates in tbe 
plan ot widening and deepening 
Oakland harbor, and for details of 
tho five estimates. 
It is tbns seen 
that the war department is earnestly 
engaged in the consideration of this 
impor!aut matter. 
General M acArthur has written to 
senator Perkins regarding tbe need of 
an appropriation for tho improve­ 
ment ot tbe Presidio grounds, plant­ 
ing trees, building roads, etc. 
He 
places the amount which can profit­ 
ably be expended at $15,(XX) a year 
for ten years. 
Tbe delegation will 
take up tbis subject and endeavor 
to secare a continued appropriation 
whicb will enable tbe needed work to 
oe done.

Freeze-Out. 
By a freeze-out is also meant the 
majority management ability to ac­ 
cumulate a large and unheard-of sur­ 
plus, instead of paying it out to the 
stockholders in 
dividends. 
The 
Ledger kuows a9 well as we do that 
stockholders become disgusted and 
sold their Argonaut stock while this 
uuheard-ot surplus was beiug accumu­ 
lated, because they could get no 
dividends. The Record admits the 
mine was not closed to force out 
small stockholders, nor was assess­ 
ments levied for that purpose, but the 
accumulating surplus plan produced 
the same result.—Record. 
The additional definition of a 
“ freeze-out,” given above will strike 
the ordinary reader 89 a novelty. It 
is an invention in mtning phraseology 
—a definition that will cause a broad 
smile to outcrop the features of mine 
opeiators. 
Instead of “ freeze-out,” 
we should be inclined to designate 
the acctrmmulatlon of a “ large sur­ 
plus” in the company’s treasury, as 
a ” freeze-in” game. 
Why the fact 
that a mining compauy has a big 
balance on the credit side of its 
ledger should lead stockholders to 
sell their interests at a sacrifice is a 
problem in finance that we canuot 
fathom. 
Such a surplus, we would 
more reasonably conclude, would 
cause them to hold on,’^because their 
shares would bo growing iu value in 
proportion to the accummulation of 
mouey in the company’s treasury. 
We hardly think that a board" of 
directors would dream of tryiug to 
drive stockholders to sacrifice their 
holdings by piling up money iu the 
treasury for thoir benefit. 
We will 
venture to say the experiment has 
never been tried in the management 
of the Argonaut property, nor in the 
management of any other mine iu 
Amador county that we have know­ 
ledge of. More than this, to rail at a 
mining management for pursuing the 
purdent policy of keeping a good 
stiff balance in its treasury to meet 
any contingency that may arise, is 
far from commendable. 
There aie 
good mines in this county idle for 
many years, that would have been 
working and producing bullion today 
if the conservative management of 
keeping a good surplus on baud, had 
been followed. They are silent be­ 
cause every dollar was grabbed up by 
the stockholders in the shape of divi­ 
dends, and when money was needed 
for development work it could not be 
had without assessment, and the mine 
closed rather than levy upon the 
stock. The keeping of a stiff reserve 
fund is regarded as an evidence of 
good management, and a protection 
to the stockholders, instead of a 
cinch game. 
in condemning this 
policy, the most successful and 
judicious mining operators of Amador 
county, in the past or present, must 
fall within the proscription. 
No 
praot.ical mining man or business 
man conversant with the uncertainties 
ot mining, will ever complain on ac­ 
count of a surplus in the treasury. 
Comnlaiuts iu plenty have been heard 
because of the lack of surplus, when 
a surplus might easily have been 
created. 
The surplus in the Argonaut treas­ 
ury was acoummulated pending the 
outcome of the litigation with .the 
Kennedy. It was nothing more than 
a plain business proposition. 
The 
workings had reached a point where 
further prosecution meant an inva­ 
sion of the territory in dispute 
Above that point the ore bodies had 
been extracted. The suit itself was a 
costly affair, and a rouud sum iu the 
treasury was a good thing to have. 
If the case went against them it 
would he needed. If the suit was de­ 
cided in their favor—as itj was—it 
would also be needed, for the reason 
that before any more pay-ore could he 
milled, expensive sinking operations 
would bo necessary, involving not 
only heavy outlay, but extending 
over a protracted period. Without a 
nest-egg thus provided an assessment 
of freeze-out dimensions would doubt­ 
less have become imperative. After 
work was resumed, upon the termina­ 
tion of the litigation, the treasury 
surplus had shrunk to pretty slim 
proportions before the company was 
placed oi a dividend paying footing 
again, thus showing conclusively the 
wisdom of the accumulation of a re­ 
serve fund under the peculiar condi­ 
tions confronting the management.

M o a t H i g h l y Prized o f t h e S u r t r l i a 
Orders of CLlvalry. 
Of all the orders of mediaeval chival­ 
ry which have survived the shdtli of 
successive revolutions on the court hient 
of Europe since the great cataclysm of 
1789 that of the Golden Fleece Is per­ 
haps the most distinguished and the 
most highly coveted by personages of 
royal birth or of illustrious patrician 
lineage. 
The badge of the order Is a figure of 
a sheep In embossed gold suspended 
from a heavy chain of gold. The full 
robes consist of a long mantle of crim­ 
son velvet cut in the fashion of a sac­ 
erdotal cope, richly embroidered at 
the borders with emblematic devices of 
stars, half moons and fleeces of gold 
and lined with white satin, over a 
doublet and hose of crimson damask. 
The full robes also comprise a “chap­ 
eron,” or hood, with a long, flowing 
streamer of black satin, but this head- 
l gear has in modern times been general­ 
ly dispensed with. 
Originally the robes of the order, 
which was founded in 1429 by Philip 
the Good, dbke of Burgundy, were of 
crimson cloth lined with white lamb’s 
wool, and this circumstance has some­ 
what strengthened the theory that the 
Golden Fleece was instituted by Philip 
the Good in grateful recognition of the 
Immense treasures which the Duke of 
Burgundy had acquired from the wool 
of the flocks reared on his vast estates 
in Flanders. Be It as it may, the wool­ 
en costume was changed In 1473 at a 
chapter held in Valenciennes for the 
more costly materials of velvet, taffeta, 
damask and golden embroidery.—Lon­ 
don Telegraph.

D evelops the Arms, lu n g b and Cheat 
and Trains the Eye. 
It is not only the muscles of the arm 
which are tested by properly organ­ 
ised rifle shooting. It supplies an ex­ 
cellent exercise for the chest and 
lungs. One of the first things th-; young 
rifle shot has to learn is how to take a 
deep breath, to fill the lungs with air, 
and then to hold the breath while the 
rifle is kept absolutely steady and the 
finger is gradually tightening on the 
trigger. A glance at any successful 
rifle shot will show you a man with a 
deep chest and full powers of breath­ 
ing. 
Any form of recreation which trains 
the muscles of the arm aud exercises 
the chest and lungs would seem likely 
to be beneficial to health, but if that 
is not enough there is the unequaled 
training which rifle shooting gives to 
the eye and to the hand working with 
the eye. The writer remembers hear­ 
ing a musketry Instructor boast that 
he had lengthened not only his own 
sight, but the sight of scores of boys 
whom he had taught how to use their 
eyes in aiming at a target, by two or 
three hundred yards, simply by con­ 
tinued practice at long distance shoot­ 
ing. It is astonishing what results can 
be obtained in this way by placing a 
rifle on a sand bag raised on a tripod 
and making the pupil aim as accurate­ 
ly as he can at any distant object. The 
eye can be trained, of course, equally 
well, though the sight will not neces­ 
sarily be lengthened, by aiming at ob­ 
jects close at hand.—London Spectator.

The reason 
for the scheme as told the druggist by 
the doctor was the absolute need of 
mother and daughter for recreation, 
and as the druggist has a theater 
ticket office it was readily and satis­ 
factorily arranged.—New York Sun.
